der his Father what he could from all forts of Ammunition ; many times 
not ſuffering us to deliver what was ſent the Old King by the Company, 
but ingroffing it to himfelf ,” alledging that be being inſtituted jo the 
hrone, and his Father having laid «fide the Cares of Government, it 
vas more condocting to the good of the Kingdom for him to be Pollefſor 
of it; who would fee it fitly imployed : His Father was patient, not thinking 
it his Kingdoms Intereſt to quarrel, only ſeemed a little angrily to reſent his 
vſage,bis Fort being done, and he in his dn conceit ſufficiently ſtrong with 
His own Fotces, and promiſed Aid from the Durch, ſent to his Father, whoſe 
Court was about Twenty Miles diſtant from his , to come and live with 
him, and reſign up his Power, if not ſo fatisfhed,, would provide him 
a Ship to go eaco to the Tomb of Mabomet, to end his days in
